TO CHICAGO POOR. | 


Prof. John M. ‘Trueman As- 


tinue to Swindle. 


WEALTHY FARE BETTER. 


Residents of the City Suf- 
fer Through Discrim- 
ination. 


Evidence that milk consumers in the poorer 
residence districts of the city still are being 
systematically swindled by milk dealers, in 
spite of the jury and city prosecutions. 
has been unearthed by Prof John M. True- 
man of the University of Lilinois. 

Prof. Trueman just has completed a report 
which reveals the fact that he spent many 
weeks doing “‘ gum shoe” work in Chicago. 
He personally visited residences in every 
quarter of the city, secured samples of the 
milk left by the milk dealers, and analyzed 
them. 

„ Winds Milk Is Filthy. 

These enalysep showed that more than half 
of the milk left at the doors of the families 
of workingmen was adulterated and watered, 
and, in many inetances, so filthy as to be 
un§t for use as food. Although the law de- 
mands that all milk contain at least 8 per cent 
of butter fat much of the milk analysed 
showed less than 1 per cent of fat. 

In Hyde Park and other good residence 
districts, however, the quality of the milk 
was, in nearly every instance, up to the legal 
standard. Of ninety-five samples taken, but 
nine were found below grade. Prof. True- 
man nozes as one of the peculiarities of his 
discoveries that it was the most aristocratic 
restaurant in Chicago—he does not give its 
name+that served the poorest milk. 


‘Poor People Are Sufferers. 

In a bulletin which just has been issued by 
the University of Illinois dealing with the 
milk question, Prof. Trueman says: 

In the district of the poorer working peo- 
ple in Chicago, where the milk is supplied 
largely by local dealers, one-half of the 
samples were below grade in butter fat. The 
percentage would have been still greater, 
but for the fact that some of the samples 
were taken from the wagons of the larger 
dealers who visited the section. Eight 
samples taken from one depot in three 
months were below grade. The lowest con- 
tained .9 per cent of butter fat and the high- 
est 2.7, the average being 1.77 per cent. The 
evidence here of systematic skimming and 
watering of milk is conclusive. 

Says Dealers Skim Cream. 

The milk as it comes from the country is 
almost universally: up to grade. It will 
average 3.5 to 4 per cent butter fat. The 
amal dealer buys one or more cans at the 
platform where the train is unloaded, takes 
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the milk to his depot and sets it In a tank of 


ice water. The cream rises and before be- 
ginning to sell the milk the dealer removes 
one or two quarts of cream, which is sold 
at @ good price. The remaining milk 10 
stirred up and sold as whole milk at 6 cents 
a quart. Frequently water is added to take 
the place of the cream. 

The temptation to make profit in this way 
overcomes any system of inspection the city 
has yet established in these districts. By 
this means the poor are defrauded by peo- 
ple of their own class and half nourished 
children are fed on skirhmed and watered 
milk for which full price hae been paid. 


Dealers Are on Guard. 

A larger number of these samples would 
have been below grade if the dealers had 
not been suspicious of the collector. 

„Frequently the salesman filled the col- 
lector’s bottle to within an inch or two of 
the top, from a large can of milk. and added 
the rest from a smaller can that plainiy 
contained cream. 

„It often happened the pitchers of chil- 
dren buying milk were filed from one can 
and the bottle of the collettor from another.» 
For these reasons the samples probably do 
not show conditions as bad as they really 
are. 

„ gome of the depots were in a very filthy 
condition, every sanitary rule being vio- 
lated. 

Mix Exposed to Germs. 

„In one place the open milk can was in a 
room where a woman was washing, the place 
being full of steam and the odor of erty 
clothes. 

“A great many markets are wehe in 
dark, dirty, and il ventilated basements, 
where the sunlight never enters. They are 
never scrubbed and many could not be 
scrubbed clean, because the floors are 
of rotten wood, or only of earth. 

„These depots would be bad enough if they 
received only bottled milk and sold it with- 
out opening the bottle, but commonly the 
milk is stored in large cans, dipped into open 
vessels when served, and often carried 
through dusty streets for several blocks, 

“Occasionally, but rarely, one of these 
small depots is found scrupulously cleaa.” 


Wealthy Citizens Favored. 


the investigator's visits to the better quar- 
ters of the city, where conditions were 
found to be much better than in the poorer 
districts. Prof. Trueman said that if all 
parts of the city were furnished with as 
good a quality of milk as is left at the resi- 
dences of wealthy citizens, there would be 


little cause for complaint. 


TIED TO TREE DURING BLIZZARD

ishes from Exposure as Result 
of Hazing. 


Galesburg, III., Feb. 20.—[Special.}—Clar- 
ence Robinson, a student of Hedding college 
at Abingdon, was tied to a tree during the 
worst of the blizzard Tuesday night in Hed- 
ding College park, and almost perished from 
exposure. Only his pluck saved him. 

While near the college that ‘night he was 
seized by a gang of masked young men, and 
gagged and bound hand and foot. He was 
then carried to the west campus and tied to 
a tree. After bis captors left him Robinson 
struggled desperately to free himself. The 
snow was blinding, and be soon was be- 
numbed. Toward midnight he freed himeeit, 
but, being unable to unbind his feet, he 
crawled six blocks through a foot of snow to 
his boarding place. He was assisted into the

Calls It “Delayed Stunt.”

State Supreme Court Declares 
j “Unfair List“ Is Illegal.

“Peaceful” Congregating About Strike 
Bound Houses Barred. 


The Illinois Supreme court yesterday de- 
cided that a labor unton’s “* unfair list ” is in 
effect a boycott and could be enjoined. 

It Also, in another case, announced that 
peaceful picketing " during a strike is un- 
lawful, being an-attempt to injure another. 

The case concerning the “unfair list 
is one that comes. out of Sparta, III., 
and was brought by John E. and John T. 
Wilson, livery and draymen of that town and 
owners of the Sparta Auditorium. The suit 
was brought by these two men against Roy 
Hay and other union labor men of Sparta. 

The Wilsons’ trouble with the labor unions 
began while they were hauling brick for a 


schoolhouse in 1900. The local of Team Dri- 


vers’ International union ordered another 
driver put to work. The Wilsons appealed to 
President C. P. Shea, but he refused to inter- 
fere. Then a notice was printed that the 
Wilsons were on the unfair lst. 


Dispute Over Union Dues. 

Again in 1904 the Wilsons were working 
on a church building and could not get suffi- 
cient union help. They were permitted to 
employ nonunion men under an agreement 
that they would pay union dues for the men 
and a dispute arose as to how much was due. 

The amount in controversy was only $4, 
but it resulted in the Wileons being put on 
the unfair list again. Then the school board 
of Sparta wanted to give a course of lectures 
in the Auditorium and quickly was ordered 
by the union not to hire that hall. The ban 
later was raised at the request of the super- 
intendent of schools. 

However, the local undertaker was told 
not to use the Wilsons’ teams in hauling his 
hearse. The Wilsons then secured an in- 
junction, which is now confirmed. 


“Unfair List” Is a Boycott. 

In passing on the case yesterday the ma- 
jority of the Supreme court says the 
evidence shows that the unfair list“ in the 
case was the same as a boycott. The words, 
it says, were a euphemism for boycott, and 
of course it does not change the nature of 
an unlawful thing to substitute an inoffen- 
sive for am offensive name. 

The only object of the whole proceedings, 
the court finds, was to coerce the appellees 
by inguring their business with the public. 

Justices Scott and Farmer in a dissent- 
ing view did not think the evidence war 
ranted the conclusion that the appellants es- 
tablished or sought to establish a boycott. 


Picketing Is Unlawful. 

Union labor men have no right to do peace- 
ful picket duty or to congregate in a peace- 
ful manner sear a plant where a strike is on. 
This decision of the Supreme court is given 
in affirming the order of the Superior court 
of Cook county making perpetual an injune~ 
tion against Chicago Typographical union 
No. 16 and others. The injunction was ob- 
tained by A. R. Barnes & Co. and others

A plan for the relief of the congestion of 
traffic on the elevated loop has been adopted

1,000 MARCH WITH.RED FLAGS. 


Army of Unemployed Plan to Storm 
City Hall to Demand Work—Four- 
teen |Arrested by Police. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 20.—[Special.J—A 
mob of 1,000 foreigners, marching upon the 
city hall to demand work today, precipitated 
a rlot in which 20 persons were injured be- 
fore the police dispersed the marchers and 
arrested 14 of them. 

The foreigners, part of whom were armed 
with revolvers, fired upon the police and 
three of them were wounded as well as one 
man who was watching the fight. 

The men, most of whom were Italians and 
Poles, marched from the foreign settlement. 
They carried red flags having a black bor- 
der. When they reached Broad street, a 
few blocks below the city hall, several wag- 
ons attempted to pass through the line. The 
drivers were dragged from their seats by 
the marchers and beaten. 

Policemen ran to the rescue and a riot call 
was sent In. The motor cycle police were 
gent through the center of the city and 
rounded up the entire mounted police squad, 
the big reserve street squad, and all patrol- 
men, who were hurried to the scene in wag- 
ons and automobiles. Private carriages were 
even pressed into service. Several per- 
sons who were watching the paraders got 
into the first disturbance and when the big 
reserves hurried down upon the marchers a 
general riot was in progress.

Hospital Freed trom Taxes. 

A decision of the Cook county board et 
review is set aside in the decision of t 
Supreme court, which holds that the Chicago 
Policlinic hospital cannot be compelled to 
pay taxes on institutional property. It was 
contended that the institution was not used 
exclusively as a public charity; that persons 
able to pay for service were charged for the 
same. The books of the hospital show, how- 
ever, that where the receipts exceed the ex- 
penses the surplys is put in improvements. 
Something was said in the case as to patients 
used as subjects and treated in clinics in 
the medical school, but the court assumes 
that the patients are not required against 
their will to become such subjects. 

John R. Thompson, county treasyrer of 
Cook county, loses the suit agains Frederick 
Read which the latter appealed from a 
judgment sale entered in the County court 
for delinquent high school tax levied by the 
board of education of school district 131 in 
Cook county. This case was reversed and 
remanded on the ground that the tax levied 
was in excess of the % per cent authorized 
by law.

SUPREME TRIBUNAL UPHOLDS 
THE MUNICIPAL COURTS ACT. 


State’s Jurists Deny Charge of Uncon- 
stitutionality Aimed at Law Which 


Greated Chicago Body. 


The Chicago Municipal courts act was up- 
held yesterday by the Supreme court in 
Springfield,.when it armed & Municipal 
court judgment in the persona! injury suit 
Rose Chudnovski against James H. Eckels 
and others, receivers for the Chicago Union 
Traction company. 

The defense contehded the first clause of 
section 2 of the Municipal courts act, which 
enumerates cases of which the court hes 
jurisdicition, is violative of section 22 of 
article 4 of the Illinois constitution and of the 
fourteenth amendment of the United States 
constitution. 

It was argued that so much of this clause 
as gives the Municipal court juriadiction on 
contracts, expressed or implied, where the 
amount claimed by the plaintiff exceeds §1,- 
000, is contrary to the constitution, because 
it u class legislation and denies equal rights 
and privileges to persons having the same 
rights under the law 

The Supreme court denies this contention, 
declaring the act applies to every individual 
and corporation and to every contract in a 
suit involving the Yaquisite amount.

Reduction Justified, Smith Saye.

vine and Nashville justifying a reduction in 
the pay of officers and employés. 

“The president of the United States as- 
sumesg it is possible that there may be a con- 
tention between the Louisville and Nashville 
and its employés and that this may result in 
the destruction of life and property and pub- 
le disorder. I am confident such an impli- 
cation does the employés of the Louisville 
and Nashville great injustice. 

“ During a similar depression in 1893 the

“I do not believe the employés of the 
Loutaville and Nashville now less loyal 
than they were from 1 o 1898. I there- 
fore am justified in assuming that they will 
accept the moderate. reduction proposed 
without protest and that the conflict antici- 
pated by the president is not contemplated 
by amy one connected with the company.”

Many of the railroads admit that it would

Government Waives No Rights.

Project Will Be Launched at Con- 
vention Tomorrow ih Chicago. 


FUND OF $100,000 DESIRED. 


Former Residents of Haakon’s Realm 
Aim to Show Their Loyalty. 


A movement to present the mother country 
with a suitable token of the love and esteem 
ef her emigrated sons and daughters will 
be launched in Chicago tomorrow by lead- 
ing Norwegian-Americans from all parts of 
the United States, who will gather in con- 
vention at the Sherman house. 

The object of the gathering is to start a 
widespread subscription for a fund of $100,- 
000 with which te purchase the proposed 
gift. The present is to be given to Norway 
on May 17, 10914, the centennial! of the adop- 
tion of the Norwegian censtitution. 

Just what form the gift will take will be 
determined by the convention. The propo- 
sition which appears to have the greatest 
nuniber of supperters is to present the 
fatherland with a Norwegian minister's resi- 
dence and legation at Washington. 


Plan Starts in Northwest. 


Helge A. Haugan, Nicolay A. Grevstad, and 
F. Herman Gade are at the head ot the 
movement in Chicago, The Chicago dele- 
gation will be made up of nearly fifty lead- 
ing Norwegian-Americans. The plan origi- 
mated among Norwegians in the nortirwest.

Tatt in Chicago, and his action seemed. to 
indicate he was acting in compliance with 
the express wish of the sécretary of war.

most unique pieces of legislation that is to be 
fo in the annals of any of the civilised 
co of the world. 

After a bloody clan battle between the 


Fruin. that is to say, the Glen of Sorrow, 
which was characterized by the utmost 
ferocity, the victorious MacGregors putting 
all their adversaries to the sword, a law was 
passed, dated April 8, 1608, and bearing the 
sign manual of King James VI. of Scotland 
(James I. of Great Britain), wiping out of 
existence the name of MacGregor and de- 
creeing the penalty of death for any one 
calling himeelf MacGregor. 

This law was subsequently confirmed by 
an act of parliament in 1617, which even 
went 80 far as to extend the penalty of death 
to any former regors who should 
sume to assemble in greater numbers than 
four. In fact, every effort was made to blot 
out the clan of MacGregor, and, outlaws, 
with the hand of every one against them, 
thousands of them were put to death, both by 
the sword and on the scaffold. On the res- 
toration, King Charles II., by reason of the 
services which the MagGregors had ren- 
dered, under other names than their own, 
annulled the various laws against the clan; 
but a few years later they were reéracted 
and remained in force until the early part of 
the nineteenth century. 


— 


Throughout the 200 years thet had elapsed 
between the bloody battle of Glen Fruin and 
the repeal of the laws against the MacGreg- 
ors the latter had assumed the names ot the 
clang among whom they had sought refuge 
and of the lairds whose protection they had 
obtained,’ some of them becoming Drum- 
monds, others Campbells, others Grahams, 
and others again Stuarts, while the heredi- 


name of Murray. 

Nor wae it till 1822 that the then chieftain, 
who had won much military fame and a 
baronetcy out in India as Sir John Murray, 
was authorized by parlament, on the initia- 
tive of George IV., to resume his family 
name of MacGregor. The present Sir Mal- 
colm MacGregor is the fifth baronet of this 
creation. 

Sir John Murray wae not the only Mac- 
Gregor who found fame and fortune beyond 
the seas. Thus, Gen. Sir Colin Campbell. 
one of the heroes of the Indian mutiny, and 
who died as Lord Clyde, was not in reality 
a Campbell, nor yet a MacLiver, as the 

resent duke of Argyll assumes in his recent- 

published reminiscences entitled Pas- 
sages from the Past,“ though MacLiver was 
the name by which Lord Clyde’s father was 
known where he lived on the Island of Mull. 
But Lord Clyde’s real name was MacGregor. 


> 


Some of the MacGregors came to this coun- | 
try, and one of them achieved distinction as 
an American naval commander as Commo- 
dore MacGruder, father of the now widowed 
Lady Abinger. That both she and her hus- 
band were aware of the real spelling of the 
old commodore’s name is shown by the fact 
that when they gave it to their only son, the 
late Lord Abinger, on. the occasion of his 
christening, they gave it, not as MacGruder, 
but as MacGregor. 

James Gregory, the famous mathematician 
and inventor of the reflecting telescope, was 
a MacGregor; se, too, is the Russian admiral, 
Gregortwiteh, who, according to the show- 
ings of the court martial upon Gen. Stoessel 
at St. Petersburg, was one of the most stren- 
uous opponents of the surrender of Port Ar- 
thur to the Japanese.

The foreign drivers of the automobiles 
which left New York City for Paris the 
other day are already in a state of fine 
disgust. Being accustomed to the smooth 
roads of Germany, France, and Italy, 
they have only words of reproach for the 
American highways, which they call lakes 
and mud puddles. They say that they 
look for easier going in Alaska or Siberia 
than In New York: They will change 
their minds after getting there. 

These men, before. setting out on so 
long a journey, should have read up on 
American roads, particularly with refer- 
ence to their probable condition in Febru- 
ary. If they had done that they might 
have brought heavier machines, - better 
suited to plow through mud and snow 
drifts, than the ones they did bring. They 
ought at least to have reflected that the 
American roads could not possibly be so 
good as those of European countries, 
which have had centuries in which to 
make fine ones. 3 | 

So there is a certain element of unrea- 
sonableness in the complaints of the for- 


The American automobilists would have 
told them if they had been asked that 
the roads were anything but perfect. es- 
pecially in bad weather. Nevertheless, 
this frank and unsparing criticism of the 
highways between the Hudson river and 
Buffalo ought not to be altogether disre- 
garded. Those highways pass through a 
wealthy and populous region and ought 
to be in much better shape than they are. 
Probably they would have been but for 
the popular dependence upon railroads. 
When a railroad station is only a few 
miles off the farmer is not inclined to 
spend much money on the highway over 
which he hauls his produce to it. That 
is false economy, as the agricultural de- 
partment has pointed out. If the people 
will not improve their roads for their own 
sake they are not likely to do it to ac- 
commodate foreign automobilists. Still. 
this constant agitation of the good road 
question, due to the growing use of the 
automobile, cannot fail to have seme ef- 
fect. It will be many years, however, be- 
fore the roads will be in perfect condition 
during February snows and floods.

It seems as though there really could not 
be any one who could not make a hem, but 
there are, and for those who cannot properly 
make a hem these directions are given. To 
prepare the material ready for the hem, cut 
it, leaving the width desired for the hem and 
a quarter of an inch more for a turn-in. 
Make a fold in the material one-quarter of 
an inch wide and crease it and baste. Then 
fold again for the required width of the hem 
and baste. If a wide hem is required baste 
as you measure, first along the upper edge 
and then along the lower edge, measuring 
every two inches with a notched paper to 
insure an even width. 

To do the hemming, bold the wrong side of 
the material toward you and hold it over the 
left forefinger. Do not knot the thread. In- 
sert the needle at the edge of the fold and 
tuck the thread undér the fold to be concealed 
and sewed down with the next stitch. Now 
take a few threads of the cloth and a few
